VERDICT OF ACQUITTAL FOR RYAN, 


Man Accused of the Murder of John 
Smith Given His Freedom in 
Judge Neely’s Court. 


John M. Ryan, charged with killing Con- 
tractor John Smith of Smith & Patek, was 
acquitted at 8:30 ꝙ clock last night in Judge 

Neely’s courtroom, The jury was out three 
ahd a half hours. 

The jury retired at 5 p. m. and was in- 
structed to deliberate until supper time and 
o'clock. 

At that time the ä was crowded 
with union men and friends of the accused. 
The Judge ordered the bailiff before the jury 
came out to tell the people that in no case 
should there be a demonstration. Upon the 
Arrival of the jurors Judge Neely asked ali 
present not to make outbursts in the court- 
room after the verdict was read. 4 

The verdict caused a murmur of ape 
araong the spectators. Ryan rose from his 
chair beaming with joy. He stepped over 
to the jury box, and as each of the jurymen 
left the courtroom Ryan grasped him by the 
hand and thanked him for the decision. 
Then he turned to his friends and received 
their hearty congratulations without much 
comment. 

“It was only fair, boys,“ he said. “I 
knew from the first that I would be ac- 


quitted, because I am wholly innocent of the 


charge which was placed against me.” 
The murder of John T. Smith occurred 
April 18, 1896, in front of Smith & Patek’s 
paint shop, on Market street, between Ran- 
dolph and Lake. Smith & Patek employed 
non-union painters, and thus obtained the 
ill will of union labor men. 

Smith was entering his shop, when a man 
approached him, and began conversing with 
him. The stranger carried a piece of lead 
pipe, wrapped in a newspaper. This he sud- 
denly pulled from under his arm and brought 
down upon Smith's head, crushing the skull 
and causing instant death. 

John M. Ryan, a union labor agitator, was 
seen near Smith & Patek’s shop, and was 
identified by s@veral witnesses as the man 
who ran up an alley from near Smith & 
Patek’s shop after Smith had been killed. 

Ryan was tried before Judge Windes a 
year ago. The jury disagreed. 


LAKE STEAMERS COLLIDE IN A FOG. 


Mariposa Crashes into the Selwyn Ed- 
dy and Both Boats Are Badly 
Damaged. 


Marquette, Mich. July 27.—The steamer 
Mariposa, bound for Two Harbors, and the 
steamer Selwyn Eddy collided off Manitou, 
Lake Superior, this morning. The Mari~ 
posa arrived here at 7 o’clock-togight with a 
large hole in her bow, the result of the col- 
lision. The Eddy continued on down Lake 
Superior, and ought to reach Sault Ste. 
Marie tonight. Both boats were badly dam- 
aged, and the loss will probably exceed 
$40,000. 

The lake was calm at the time of the col- 
lision, and there was a thick fog. The 
boats came together almost head on. They 


must have been going at nearly full speed, 


as both suffered severely. The hole in the 
bow of the Mariposa, where she was struck 
by the Eddy, is about four feet wide, and 
extends from the water line to the wale- 
strake. The forward part of the Eddy is 
said to have been torn off, but the full ex- 
tent of the damage is not known here.

10 INVESTIGATE SIBERIA'S WHEAT. 


President Is Said te Have Sent ‘Twe, 
Experts Abroad for That 
Purpose, 


New York, July 27.—[Special.]—A dispatch 
from Washington to a local paper says: 
“The Secretary of the Department of 
Agriculture has sent a special secret com- 
mission abroad to investigate the possibility 
of Siberia becoming the great wheat pro- 
ducing coutitry of the world. The adminis- 
tration fears that before the next Presi- 
dential election comes around Siberia may 


petitor this country will have for the mar- 
keting of its wheat and farm products. 
Should this prove the case even the Dingley 
tariff will not be able to make the Repub- 
nean party’s promises good to the farmer. 

*So serious does this problem seem to 
the President and his advisers that the 
question of sending a commission abroad 
met with no opposition whén broached ata 
Cabinet meeting some weeks ago. It was 
pointed out that the great line of railroad 
that the Russian government is building 
through Siberia will be opened through its 
entire length by the year 1900. One terminal 
will open near the Chinese coast, and the 
wheat which is grown in Siberia can easily 
be shipped not only throughout China, but 
can be exportéd into Japan, and this coun- 
try has now quite a trade in breadstuffe 
with these lands. From its western ter- 
minal wheat can be rushed to France, Ger- 
many, and even Great Britain at a much 
less cost than wheat from the United 
States. If this should happen; down goes 
the price of wheat. 

“The commission is composed of two of 
the experts of the department, and they are 
in Russia at this time. Their orders are to 
spy out the country and its possibilities, 

“The commission is also to investigate 
the cotton crops that are now being grown 
in the transcaspian territory. The comple- 
tion of two lines of railroads along the base 
of the Caucasus Mountains has opened up 
that cotton growing country, and it bids fair 
to rival the South in many of the coarser 
grades of cotton.

Farmers Buying Freely. 

The farmers are said to be buying freely 
and of the best class of machinery, indicat- 
ing they are in a prosperous condition. 
They are already assured of exceptionally | 
fine crops and better prices than for years— 
about as favorable conditons as can well de 
imagined. 

The significance of this lies in the general- 
ly accepted proposition that upon the wel- 
fare of the agricultural classes depends the 
general welfare of the country. In this con- 
nection it is pointed out that the conditions 
which obtain now are similar to those which 
obtained in 1881, when the country had great 
crops in the face of shortages in the other 
great grain-producing nations. 

The harvesting machine companies say 
that, while the season throughout has been 
unusually favorable, there has been a no- 
ticeable quickening during the last few 
weeks. 

Railroads Add to Equipments. 

This improved condition of affairs is also 
retiected in the marked tendency on the part 
of the railroads to add to and improve their 
equipments. During the last three years 
they have done practically nothing in this 
direction, feeling that the general condition 
of business did not warrant it. They are 
now said to be giving large orders for new 
rolling stock, and the fear is expressed that 
even with these additions they will be unable 
to handle the business which will soon fall 
to them. 

The best of feeling is also reported in the 
iron trade, the accepted barometer of the 
business world. 

Charles H. Foote, First Vice President of 
the Illitois Steel company, said the outlook 
Was mcst cncouraging and that there was 
every promise of a return of better times. 
He said there was apparent a growing feel- 
ing of confidence, reflected by a great in- 
crease in inquiries. He looked for a busy 
last quarter of the yeur. There was, how- 
ever, he said, no immediate prospect of an 
advance in prices. 

Local foundries are also reported much 
busier than for a long time past. 

Feeling in Furniture Circles. 

A marked improvement is also reported in 
the furniture manufacturing business, and 
to such an extent that it was said yesterday 
by some of the large companies there would 
soon. have to be an increase in the working 
time as Well as the forces to take care of the 
orders coming in.

ASK COURT 70 PROBE LOAN SOCIETY. 


Mechanics and Traders’ Stockholders | 


Want a Receiver—AMege the As- 
sociation Is Insolvent. 


Dissatisfied stockholders of the Mechanics | 


and Traders’ Savings, Loan and Building 
association, in a bill filed yesterday after- 
noon, ask the Circuit Court to remove the 
present officers of the association, appoint 
A temporary receiver to act as secretary, 
and investigate the affairs of the concern 
generally. The charge is made the associa- 
tion is far behind in the payment.of with- 
drawals, and has been notified by the State 
Auditor to cease illegal practices. 

Among the complainants are Jacob Ruble, 
John Anderson, Marion Brasheres, and 
Charles H. Applegate. They relate the cor- 
poration wah organized in 1873, and has is- 
sued approximately 50,000 shares. The com- 
plainants say that after paying dues and in- 
terest from four to six years there is now 
demanded from those who are borrowers 


more than they originally received. 


According to thé bill the secretary of the 
association, Charles G. French, Who re- 
celves a salary of $6,000, is also a contractor 
and builder, and it is charged he has im- 
properly used his office as secretary as a 
feeder for his building operations and has 
made it a practice to induce people to pur- 
chase real estate, promise them large loans, 


and then get them to award him the build 


ing contract. 

It is also asserted the entire business 
the association has been under the control 
of French, who has been able to perpetuate 
himself by allowing on the board only his 
own friends. It is also charged that French, 
through dummies,“ has obtained large 
loans from the association on property 


worth much less than the loank. One of 


these transactions referred to is the erec- 
tion of the French block at Harvey.

On organizing the conference this after-

All favored decisive action, and the neces- 
sity of a supreme effort in West Virginia was 
dwelt upon.

Strikers, and much talk was indulged in 


favoring the plan to guarantee a fund of 
$1,000,000 if necessary. 

A committee was appointed late this after- 
noon to draft a report on the general situa- 
tion, to be issued to the public, and consider 
Ways and means for the conduct of the 
campaign in behält of the miners, and 
conference adjourned until 8 o’clock tonight. 

The following manifesto was issued from 
the conference-room at 1:30: 


* A wail of anguish, mingled with despera- 


tion, arises from the bowels of the earth, and 
the miners’ cry for relief, some degree of 
justice, touches the responsive chord in the 
hearts and consciences of the whole people. 
Drudging at wages when employed which 
are inadequate, and portend misery, starva- 
tion, and slavery, the miners are confronted 
with a condition by which their scant earn- 
ings are denied them except through the 
company pluck-me stores whieh outshylock 
the worst features of the nefarious system. 
This is a stigma on the escutcheon of our 
country, and a blot on our civilization. 

“We, the representatives of the trades 
unions and of all organized labor of the 
United States, in convention assembled to 
consider the pending struggle of the miners 
for wages sufficient to enable them to live 
and to enjoy at least some degree of the 
necessities of life, are determined to forever | 
put a stop to a state of starvation in Which 
they are how ingulfed. 5 

„The deplorable condition of the miners 
is well known to all of our people. They live 
in hovels, unable to buy sufficient bread to 
ward off starvation, in many cases not suffi- 
ciently clothed to cover their nakedness, and 
their children unfit to attend school be- 
cause of lack of food and clothing, making 
them a danger to the future stability of our 
republic. 

“ We feel assured that all men and women 
who love their own families or who have 
one spark of human sympathy for their fel- 
lows cannot fail to give all the aid in their 


power to enable the miners to win their 


present battle. 

„The representatives of the miners have 
been restrained by injunction when exercis- 
ing their fundamental right of public as- 
sembly and free speech to present to the 
world their grievances. — 

„We, as American citizens, resent this in-, 
terference with rights guaranteed us under 
the constitution. In ordinary affairs of life 
all enjoy privileges and rights which con- 
stitutions neither confer nor deny, but the 
guarantee of the right of free public as- 
sembly and free speech was intended to give 
opportunity to the people or any portion of 
them to present the grievances from which 
they suffer and which they aim to redress. 

„We denounce the issuance of injunction 
by the Judges of West Virginia, Pennsy!- 
vania, and other States as wholly unjusti- 
fied, unwarranted, and unprecedented, more 
especially in the absence of any exhibition 
or manifestation of force on the part of the 
outraged miners. : 

“ We call on the government of West Vir 


ginia and upon the Governors of all other 


‘States and all public officials for full and 
ample protection in the exercise of our 
rights of free speech and public assemblage. 
We have no desire to trespass upon the 
rights of any one, and we demand protec- 
tion in the exercise of those rights handed 
down to us by founders of the republic. 
“We recommend that indignation mass- 
meetings be held throughout the entire coun- 
try to give expression to the condemnation 


ot the unwarranted injunction interfering 


with the free rights of free assemblage and 
free speech and we also extend sympathy 
and support to the mineworkers to the ut- 
most extent. 

“ We hereby call upon each national and 
international organization of labor to send 
representatives to act for and by the direc- 
tion of the United Mineworkers as organ- 
izers in West Virginia, Pennsylvania, and 
such othen States as may be necessary. 

Fully bued with the heroic struggle 
which the miners are making for pure 
womanhood and innocent childhood, for de- 
cency, for manhood, and for civilization, 
and with the consciousness of the justice of 
their cause and the responsibility of their 
actions, we call upon the workingmen of our 
country to lend all possible assistance to our 
suffering, struggling fellow-workers of the 
mines and to unite in defense of our homes, 
our rights, our citizenship, and our country.” 

It was 11:30 o’clock when the doors were 
opened, and the appeal to the country in 
behalf of the strikers was given to the press, 
after which the secret session was resumed, 
and the prospects for another long discus- 
sion and probably another session tomor- 
row are good. 

The situation in West Virginia and at 
De Armit’s mines is understood to be under 
consideration, and the policy of continuing 
the efforts to get the West Virginia men 
out will be framed. 

‘The news from this State today was not 
welcome to the conferees, for it told of no 
break, save in two or three local mines in 
the vicinity of Wheeling. In fact, the sit- 
uation was the same as yesterday. 

A dispatch from Parkersburg that the 
men were out in Kanawha and Fairmont 
regions was absolutely unfounded.

One or two statements that 
the strike leaders have cards up their 
sleeves are supposed to refer to this prob- 
ability. 

The conference aajourned shortly after 
midnight, the date for the general indigna- 
tion meeting called for in the appeal adopted 
earlier in the night was fixed for Aus , and 
it was resolved to push the campaign vigor- 
ously all along the line. 8 

One hundred organizers are to be placed in 
West Virginia with the intention of making 
a final effort in this field. President Gom- 
pers is a committee of one to organize this 
working force. 

No action whatever was taken with regard 
to enlisting the railroad men: in the fight 
against West Virginia coal. All the labor or- 


ganizations are pledged to stand by the 


program as laid out. Steps were taken to se- 
cure financial assistance by assessment. 
The coal strike in this State does not show 
much change today. At Fairmont the Mo- 
nongah mines added a number of men to 
their working force today, making 160 men 
employed, about two-thirds of the force be- 
fore the strike. Eighty men came into the 
field from Connellsville today and were put 
to work in the various mines. All the Wat-

COAL FAMINE MAY COME NEXT.WEEK. | 


If West Virginia Reports Tarn Out to 
Be True the Chicago Situation 
Will Be Critical. | 


The reports from West Virginia that the 
miners in the Monongha region had joined 
the strike yesterday caused an upward 
tendency of the soft coal market, and a 
revival of the “‘ famine ” cry. 

“If the report is true, Chicago will begin 
to feel the effects of a shortage before next 
week, predicted a prominent dealer. Up 
to the present time there has been no real 
shortage. The famine stories heretofore 
originated with the firms which had the 
most coal for sale. 

Today, however, brings a new state of 
affairs. The West Virginia miners show 
signs of going out, and they may tie up that 
section completely, although the best in- 
formed operators do not expect it.“ 

According to local dealers the story of a 
combination of dealers and operators for the 
purpose of raising prices and controlling the 
supply is unfounded. 

For some time the dealers have been 
holding daily meetings, and a bureau of 
information has been opened on the sixth 
floor of the Old Colony Building to keep the 
trade informed as to the supply in sight.“ 
Those interested say the plan was adopted 
as a matter of convenience. Every large 
consignment of coal which reaches the city 
is immediately listed with the secretary in 
charge of the bureau.“ A daily record of 
receipts and shipments is kept, and brokers 
are dispensed with. When a local dealer 
receives an order he turns it over to the 

ecretary, who in turn sends it to some 

ealer who has coal to sell. 

It is asserted that the plan does away with 
the duplication of orders by brokers, and 
keeps the dealers correctly informed as to 
the actual daily receipts as sales in the 
local market. 

All dealers interested in the plan deny that 
it is in any sense a combine to control - 
trade or prices, though all admit it wouid 
require another step in the same direction to 
form a first-class trust. a

Paris, July 27.—The Figaro today pub- 
lished an article on the relations between 
Japan and the United States in which it is 
asserted that Marquis Ito, the Japanese 
Prime Minister, who is now in this city, was 
eharged with an official mission to protest 


to the powers Against the annexation of 


Hawali by the United States. Marquis Ito, 

who came to Europe as the representative 

of the Mikado at the jubilee of Queen Vic- 

toria, denies that there is any truth in the 

Figaro’s assertion. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Paris, July 27.—The Figaro publishes an 
article bearing on the relations between the 
United States and Japan. Its importance is 
heightened by the manifest indications it 
bears of being inspired,“ for only those 
in the inner circle of Japanese affairs could 
possibly have given the Figaro any idea of 
the object which has caused the Marquis 
Ito to come to Paris at this particular junc- 
ture. The article, which is headed The 
Voyage of Marquis Ito,“ follows: 

Marquis Ito has been in Paris since Sun- 
day. This astute, energetic, and very amia- 
ble diplomatist is now busy dealing with the 
delicate situation created in Japan by the 
pretensions of the United States in the mat- 
ter of the annexation of the Sandwich Isl- 
ands. It appears that he has come to-Eu- 
rope to protest most energetically, in the 
name of his government, against what he 
calls a usurpation big with dangers, and 
he declares to his friends that Japan, which 
has had to struggle against greater difficul- 
ties at the time of the war with China, will 
go on to the end with the United States, 

“We must not, therefore, be surprised if 
one of these days we have to announce a 
rupture of the relations between these two 
countries in case the annexation projects: 
are maintained. This would not, probably, 
mean a declaration of war, but it would be 
the beginning of hostilities, more or less 
open, the results of which would be harmful, 
and which might have in store surprises of 
all kinds, for 30,000 Japanese, almost all 
veteran soldiers, are already living in the 
Hawaiian Islands, and the natives of the 
country hardly number as many. 

“The object of the Marquts Ito's journey 
is to point out to Europe rather too neglect- 
ful, acéording to him—the peril of annexa- 
tion, to which the vigorous Japanese people, 
still under the spell of its victories, is op- 
posed to the utmost. 

In any case this journey and the com- 
plications foreseen by the Marquis Ito 
strangely confirm the fears already ex- 
pressed in America by thoughtful men.” 


JAPAN TO SEND SOLDIERS TO HAWAII. 


Reported Plan to Ship 1,500 Troops as 
Eimigrants—English Ships Ma 
Play a Part. aS 


Los Angeles, Cal., July 27.—A letter writ- 
ten by an intelligent Japanese official in 
Japan to a former Japanese officer living in 
this city conveys the information that the 
Japanese government will forward to Hono- 
lulu in the latter part of July 1,500 Japanese 
emigrants. Those individuals are now in 
the garrison at Neegata, being soldicrs in 
the Japanese service, and will go on shore 
in Honolulu as simple citizens, but drilled 
and ready for military duty at once. The 
steamers which are to convey these men 
have been chartered by the Japanese gov- 
ernment, and carry, in addition to the 1,500 
passengers, arms, ammunition, and military 
stores of sufficient quantity to make it in- 
teresting for any party trying to prevent 
their landing. In addition, three large men- 
of-war are already prepared to leave Yoko- 
hama, to arrive in Honolulu about the same 
time as the landing of the so-called emi- 
grants will take plaee. 

It is an open secret on the Asiatic coast 
that the Admiral in charge of the English 
fleet there will find it convenient to order 
some of his ships to cruise in the vicinity of 
the Hawalian Islands about that time, and 
the game of bluff to be played by the Jap- 
anese will be backed by English blue jack- 
ets if necessary. The correspondent, who 
has been educated in the United States, used 
the expression, no doubt acquired when 
here: We will get there, and don’t you 
forget it,“ and remarked further: 

I cannot write this in my own * 
but you understand English predictions con- 
veyed in a previous letter from this official 
were verified.” | 


PEW WARSHIPS WOULD DO NO HARM: 


Herald’s Paris Edition Suggests a Few 
American Naval Vessels Be Sent’ 
to Japanese Waters. 


Paris, July 27.—The Herald’s European 
edition publishes the following editorial un- 
der the heading What's Japan Got to Say 
About It, Anyhow?” 

We publish a special dispatch confirm- 
ing one printed in the Temps relative to the 
protest of Japan against the annexation of 
Hawali by the United States. We do not 
think that the United States can even en- 
tertain the protest concerning its policy 
from any non-Anglo-Saxon race. England 
is an Anglo-Saxon race pure and simple, and 
has for the last 200 years governed the world 
by its common sense, force, and civilizing in- 
stincts, and today 83,000,000 of the Anglo- 
Saxon race across the water find themselves 
confronted with one of those Mongolian, 
Indian, and Australasian continents. We 
know very well what England would do un- 
der the circumstances, and we trust that the 
Anglo-Saxon United States will do the same.

New York, July 27.—[Special.]—A dispatch 
to a local paper says: : 

The sensational statements to 
indicate the belligerent attitude of Japan 
toward the United States, resulting from 
the contemplated annexation of Hawaii, 
‘were tonight given an unqualified and ex- 
planatory denial by the officials of the Jap- 
anese legation.

The broad declaration is made that there 
is no present or future possibility of war 
being inaugurated by Japan, Aggressive 
mieasures, it is asgerted, would not be taken 
even in the event of annexation, and there 
is no contingency that can produce bellig- 
erency except declaration of war by the 
United States. 

The position assumed by Japan and the 

feeling of its people as regards the proposed 
annexation of the Hawatian Islands were to- 
night carefully explained by an authority 
conversant with every detail of the diplo- 
matic situation. - 
The assertion that soldiers disguised as 
| immigrants will be sent to Hawaii for the 
purpose of seizing the country, and that 
three men-of-war will appear in conjunction 
with this land demonstration, is character- 
ized as idiotic nonsense.

HAWAIIANS IN FAYOR OF ANNEXATION 


Interview with a Missionary Who

Was Received. 


Galesburg, Ill, July 27.—[(Special.}]—The 
Rev. Mr. Winn, a Presbyterian eine a liv- 
ing in Japan, has just arrived here. On his 
voyage he stopped at Honolulu. He was at 
the wharf at Honolulu when the news of the 
President's message favoring annexation 
reached there, and says that the news was 
with a demonstration.

“I found the general sentiment strongly 
in favor of annexation. . The majority of 
the educated natives favor it. They feel 
that the island is unable to stand alone, and 
that the provisional government was in- 
tended to be, and is, only a temporary af- 
fair. They do not want to continue it, nor 
do they want to annex the islands to any 
other power than the United States. My 
own feeling when I went to the islands was 
strongly against annexation, but since my

“If it were possible for Hawaii to remain 
as it is, then it might be well enough to let 
it alone, but the real alternative is between 
annexation by us or by a foreign power.

I am 
confident, however, 
Christianization can make desirable citizens 
of them, and I do not believe that any peo- 
ple can become desirable citizens with less. 


LILIUOKALANI ALSO ENTERS PROTEST 


Calls on President McKinley and Tells 
Him She Is Opopsed to the An- 
nexation of Hawaii. 


Washington, D. C., July 27.—Eix-Queen Lil- 
fuokalani called at the White House late 
Monday afternoon and was received by 
President McKinley. Her secretary, Mr. 
Palmer, who had called on Secretary Porter 
several days ago, had received assurance 
that the ex-Queen would be accorded a pri- 
vate audience, but when she presented her- 
self with her attendants she was informed 
that the Président, owing to the press of 
business, would be unable to accord her a 
special audience, but would be pleased to 
receive her at the close of the public re- 
ception. She made no objections to this ar- 
rangement, and she and the members of her 
pbrty took seats in one corner of the East 
Room, while the public reception was goihg 


on. 

When the last of the visitors had gone 
the President and the ex-Queen advanced, 
meeting midway in the room. Liliuokalani 
began the conversation and spoke as if she 
had prepared her speech. The President 


‘nodded his head once in awhile and made 


occasional replies in monosyllables. The 
ex-Queen expressed her opposition to the 
treaty of annexation, and the President 
promised to give her objections considera- 
tion. 

Earlier in the day Mr. Palmer, accompa- 
‘nied by the Queen’s chamberlain, Joseph 
Helelult, called at the White House and 
left with the officials for delivery to the 
President memorials from three patriotic 
societies of Hawali, and, while they were 
not made public, it is understood that the 
memorialists represented themselves as be- 
ing opposed to any policy that touched th 
ex-Queen’s sovereignty. .

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RACE RIOT IN THE JAIL. 


MURDERER JESSE SOGERS AND 
FRANK PERKINS THE LEADERS..

Sogers, Jesse, sentenced to hang for the murder 
of George Spirokatas; sentence commuted to life 
imprisonment; severe bruises. 

The riot came at a particularly unfortu- 
nate time for the jail officials. For several 
Gays the force of guards has been divided 
between the old and new jails owing to the 
transter of prisoners, which is being made 
gradually. This gave the negroes an ex 
celient chance to start a “race” war, an 
experience which is no novelty to the jailers. 
Yesterday was visitors’ day. Evidently the 
negroes came to the conclusion that they 
might as well play for the gallery. The 
exhibition was a short one, but it was ex- 
citing as long as it lasted. 


Clemency Extended to Sogers. 


Two weeks ago Jesse Sogers, who started 
the trouble, was resting under a death sen- 
tence. He and Scottie" Price were con- 
victed of the brutal murder of George Spiro- 
katas, a fruit peddler. The scaffold was 
ready for their execution, when Governor 
Tanner decided to extend executive clemency 
and their sentences were commuted to life 
imprisonment. Jailer Whitman has been 
waiting the arrival of the proper papers be- 
fore their transfer to Joliet. 

Five colored friends of Sogers came to the 
jail at 2 p. m. yesterday to bid him good-by. 
There was otherwise an unusually large 
crowd of visitors and the vigilance of the 
guards was taxed to the utmost. The visit- 
ors had to be received at the Dearborn ave- 
nue entrance and directed to the old huilding, 
where a large number of the prisoners still 


Crowding at Visitors’ Cage. 
There was a large crowd outside ot the 
visitors’ cage. Considerable elbowing ‘and 
shoving was necessary to get directly in 
front of the steel screen. Sogers was given 
fifteen minutes to talk to his friends, when 
the rules of the institution allow only five 
minutes. As there were others who wished 
to talk to prisoners Guard Kelly suggested 
to Sogers that his time was up, and he 
would better return to his quarters. This 
began the trouble. 7 
Sogers, who had boasted much of his re- 
ligion when he expected to be hanged, turned 
on the guard and addressed him with a vile 
epithet. Sogers also remarked that he 
would not go until he got good and ready. 
Guard Kelly took him’ by the arm to enforce 
his order, and Sogers struck him in the face. 
Then began a wild struggle inside the visit- 


To Kill the Guard, 


There were a number of women visitors. 
They screamed. The shouts of Kelly and 
the other guards coming to hi’ assistance 
aroused the whole jail, and the negroes in 
the exercising corridor came rushing to. 
where they could view thé struggle. They 
encouraged Sogers with yells and profanity 
to kill the guard. But Sogers was havi 
his own hands full to keep from being kill 
himself, for Kelly had him on his back, and 

‘a’. head was beating a tattoo on the 
stone flooring which must have been more 
rhythmetic than enjoyable. 

In the meantime Guards John McMaho 
and James McElligott had rushed to Kelly’s 
assistance. The enraged negro was seized. 
Handcuffs were slipped over his wrists. Then 
there was a hurried rush to get him into the 
„ bundle.” cell, until his case could be ruled 
upon by Jailer Whitman. To reach this cell 
the guards had to pass through the exer~ 
cising corridor. 

The gang of howling negroes surrounded 
the guards. A rush was made to take Sogers 
away from them. Frank Perkins, a negro 
thief and all-around thug, was the leader 
of this crowd. Sogers yelled to them to 
kill the guards. In a moment there was a 
“ mix up.“ in which it looked as if the guards 
had no show of winning out. 

Guard McMahon is an old-timer in hand- 
ling jail rioters. Managing to free himself 
from his assailants he swung his heavy ’ 
brass key over his head and brought f 


down on Perkins’ head. McMahon realised 


the only way to conquer the mob was to con- 
quer the leader. 


Perkins Falls to the Floor. 
Perkins fell to the floor as if he had been 
struck in the head with an ax. He did not 
look good lying on the floor with the blood 
running from a gash in his head. His fate 
had a dampening effect on the ardor of the 


rest of the negroes. They wavered, This 


was the turning point. Kelly and McBlli- 
gott in an instant managed to get Sogers be- 
hind lock and key. 
Then the three men made a rush for the 
negroes. There was a wild seramble for 
safety. The prisoners fled to their cells and 
pe drawbars were sprung. This settled the 
vin 


Perkins was picked up from the floor. He 
came to his senses in a few minutes. Then 


Sogers and Perkins were brought before 


Jailer Whitman, who ordered both to soli- 
tary. confinement. They were in the Gark 
cells last night, and will remain there until 
they express repentance. 


Whitman on the Fight. 

“Such an affair as this will be impossible 
when we fully established in our 
new quarters,” said Jailer Whitman last 
night. It all ame from the inconvenience 
of receiving visitors, and the allowing of 
whites and blacks to mingle. Only,a few 
weeks ago we had a desperate race war in 
the jail, which required our utmost efforts to 
quell. If we did not use severe measures the 
criminals would take the institution. lam 
glad to say, however, that the guards used 
the gentlest means in stopping this trouble 
today. The guards are not allowed to carry 
either revolvers or billies, and if any blows 
were struck they were struck with the fists

WHY AMERICANS GET THE CONTRACTS 


English Firms Angry Because Elec- 
trical Machinery Is Porchased 
im This Country. 


London, July r. According to the Daily 
Mail the ‘English firms are very indignant 
that the contracts for the traction plant of 


the London Central railway, which is to be 


an underground electric line, amounting to 
hundreds of thousands of pounds, have been 
given to Americans. 

The secretary of the company explains 
that the contracts for carriages, locomo- 
tives, and machinery were given to Ameri- 
can firms on the advice of electrical experts, 
who represent that the greater use of elec- 


‘trical traction in the United States has 


brought its manufacture to a higher degree 
of perfection and made it far less expensive 
than in England.

Permission was granted at a meeting of the 
City Council of Hammond, Ind., last night 
to a company of Chicago and Crown Point 
capitalists to operate a street railway intwo 
of Hammond's principal thoroughfares to 
connect with an electric line to be built 
from Cedar Lake to Hammond by way of 
Crown Point. The life of the franchise is 
thirty years, the only provision being that 
the line in Hammond must be in operation 
in two years. The men at the head of the 
project which involves the expenditure of 
$300,000 are Lamb D. Wold, John Brown, 
John G. Strabel, Robert P. Bates, and Mal- 
colm T. Hart. Mr. Bates said last night 
that work on the line, twenty-five miles in 
length, would begin in sixty days and be 
pushed to completion at once. The company 
will do a general passenger, freight, and ex- 
press business and run cars every hour from 
Hammond and Cedar Lake.

Steamboat War Becomes Hot and May 
Yet Offer Premiums to Patrons 
Who Will Ride. 


Free beer and bathmg suits, a lake ride for 
nothing, and a lot of other fun gratis in- 
duced crowds of people to visit Windsor 
Beach yesterday as the guests of rival 
steamboat companies now in a savage war.

Providence, R. I., July 27.—[Special.]—Ex- 
Senator James R. Doolittie of Racine, Wis., 
who has been ill at the residence of his son- 

in-law, Dr. William J. Burge, in Edgewood, 

„ suburb of this city, died there this morn- 
ing at 9:30. It was the sixtieth anniversary 
of his wedding day, He had been nearing 
the end rapidly for some days past, and last 
night and during the early morning hours 
his death was momentarily expected. 

The robust constitution he always enjoyed 
asserted itself until the end, and the vitality 
shown by him in his sickness was considered 
by the attending physicians as marvelous. 
He had taken no nourishment except water 
for sixteen days before his death. Hp re- 
tained conscioysness until within four hourg 
of his death, which was quiet and unattend - 
ed with pain. 

His iliness, Bright's disease, began with 
an attack of the grip about a year ago. His 
age aided this disease to take a firm hold 

upon him, and in a few months serious com- 
plications set in. After a time there was a 
rally, and he determined to come East to 
attend the graduation of his granddaughter 
at Smith College. He did not stand the 
journey well, and it was thought bert to 
take him to Edgewood. A week after he 
came here he became feeble. 


Funeral to Take Place at Racine, 


His funeral and burial will take place at 
his home in Racine on Friday. Mrs. Burge 
will accompany the body ‘there, leaving here 
tomorrow night. There will be private 
services at Edgewood tomorrow afternoon. 

Sorrow at Racine. 
Racine, Wis., July 27.— [Special. J- The an- 
nouncement of the death of ex-Senator 
„games R. Doolittie was received with deep 
sorrow by his old friends and acquaintances 
here. Judge Doolittle was held in the high- 
est esteem by the entire community. Prob- 
ably there was no man dearer to the hearts 
of the masses of the community than was 
Judge Doolittle. He was a familiar figure 
upon the streets up to a year ago and during 
the national campaign never failed to ad- 
dress his townspeople at least on one occa- 
gion previous to the election.

-RBMINISCENSES OF JUDGE DOOLITTLE 


Bdgar B. Tolman, His Law Partner for 
Twenty Years, Talks About His

In fact, he came out of public 
life a much poorer man than when he en- 


he, and I think he never fully recovered 
from that illness, although he himself be- 
lieved he was as hale as ever. The fact that 
he was scarcely ever ill was the source of 
much pleasure and considerable pride to 
Judge Doolittle. In the whole course of my 
acquaintance with the Judge, andi hav 
been associated with him for hearly twenty 
years, his Ulness of a few months ago was 
the first sickness that ever kept him from 
attending to his business regularly. a 
Senator Doolittle was a wonderful man, 
and the clear and lucid briefs which he drew 
up during the last days of his life, when he 
had passed four-score years, Were remarka- 
ble. About three months ago I recollect 
that he drew up a brief on a case now pend- 
ing in the United States Supreme Court 
which involved property to the amount of 
several millions of dollars and concerning 
which there were some 6,000 pages of tes- 
timony. The old Judge’s discussion was 
extraordinarily clear and brought out the 
main facts in the case in splendid style. 
Judge Doolittle has undertaken few new 
cases of late years, however, and for the 
last two years has been contented to look 
after the interests of his old clients. He 
was one of the most lovable and warm 
hearted men I ever knew. He was seldom 
stern or severe unless it should be in the 
discharge of some duty. In his business 
affairs Judge Doolittle was always a dill‘ 
gent and earnest worker and very method- 
jeal, In his private life he was likewise reg- 


ular, always retiring early and rising early 
and taking most of his pleasure from his 
home life. 


His Joke on Fessenden. 


„The old Senator was a great story-teller 
and related many interesting and humor- 
ous accounts of what he had seen in public 
life. One of his favorite stories was at the 
expense of Senator Fessenden, a warm per 
sonal friend. The Judge and Senator Fes- 
senden had been appointed on a commission 
with several others to treat with the vari- 
ous chiefs of the Sioux nation on an im- 
portant Indian question of the day. It was 
long before railways had been introduced 
into the far West, and the members of the

Senator Fessenden advanced to do 
the honors for the commissioners, when, to 
his dismay, the whole body of Indlans— 
squaws and all—advariced and, after em- 
bracing the Chairman, gave him, according 
to thelr custom, a welcoming kiss. Judge 
Doolittle often said he thought that Fessen- 
den never quite forgave him for the trick. 

“Senator Doolittle delivered a speech in 
the Senate in 1859 on the Cuban question. 
He favored annexation, but did not believe 
the time had yet come for action.“ 


Franklin Head’s Comment. 


Franklin Head said last night, cominent- 
ing-upon the death of Judge Doolittle:

HANDY IS APPOINTED COMMISSIONER. 


Will Make Preliminary Arrangements 
for the United States Exhibit at 
the Paris Exposition. 


Wash ton, D. C., July 27.— The Presi- 
dent has appointed Major Moses P. Handy 
of Illinois Special Commissioner of the 
United States to the Paris international ex- 
position of 1900. The House of Representa- 
tives fatied to pass the Senate bill provid- 
ing for five commissioners (one of their num- 
ber to be Commissioner General) and an 
appropriation of $500,000. The deficiency 
bill, however, which passed both Houses, ac- 
cepted France’s invitation and authorized

the President to appoint a special commis- 
sioner to visit Paris, secure space, and make 
general arrangements for the American ex- 
hibit. An appropriation of $25,000 was made 
the expenses of this commissione 
ship. : 

The appointment does not require con- 
firmation by the Senate. 

The special commissionership to which 
Major Handy has been appointed is a purely 
temporary and preliminary step, and does 
not in any way affect the appointment of a 
permanent commission or Commissioner 
General, for which a bill will undoubtedly 
pass early in the next session of Congress. 

The President today announced the [ol- 
lowing recess appointments: 

T. V. Powderly, Commissioner General of 

Immigration. 

Hugh Rodman, Lieutenant in the navy. 

Alexander L. Morrison, Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue for the District of New 
Mexico. 

Joseph N. Stripling, Attorney of the Unit- 
ed States for the Southern District of 
Florida. 

Mack A. Montgomery, District Aliorney 
for the Northern District of Mississippi; 
Moses P. Handy, special Commissioner of 
the United States for the Paris exposition. 

All of these nominations, except Stripling 
and Montgomery, had been previously sent 
to the Senate; Morrison had been confirmed 
for the collectorship of New Mexico, but by 
a mistake in making out the papers his 
name was stated as Andrew, instead of 
Alexander. ' 


Major Moses P. Handy was at his desk in 
the Times-Herald office when the news of 
his appointment came to him. He said the 
President's selection of him as a special 
commissioner for so important and at the 
same time pleasing a mission was gratifying 
to him. The Major admitted the prize did 
not come as an entirely unexpected gift. 

Having had some experience in exposi- 
tion work,“ he said, I was a candidate for 
this place, and while in Washington last 
week had a talk with the President about 
it. He wants a representative of our gov- 
ernment to put in an appearance at Paris 
as s00n as possible and complete preliminary 
arrangements for the exhibitions to be made 
in the 1900 fair. France was the first for- 
eign nation to give notice of participation 
in the World’s Fair here, but we are the 
last to signify our intention of going there.

Major Handy is an old newspaner man. 
He commenced his career as city editor of 
the Richmond [Va.] Dispatch. From 1873 
to 1875 he was an torial writer on the 
New York Tribune. en he went back to 
Richmond and edited the Enquirer for a 
year or two, when he cast his lot in Phila- 
delphia, and was managing editor suc- 
cersively of the Philadelphia Times and 
Press. He was also the chief owner fora 
long time and editor-in-chief of the Phila- 
delphia News. 

Major Handy was commissioner to the 


the United States Centennial tommission 
at Philadelphia in 1876. When the World's 
Columbian Exposition enterprise came on 
Major Handy took an interest in it and was 
not only one of the commissioners appointed 
by President Harrison, but Secretary of the 
commission that visited Europe in 1891. In 
connection with his other duties on that 
trip Major Handy filled the office of special 
agent of the Treasury department and paid 
the bills. During the Fair he was chief of 
the Bureau of Publicity and Promotion, and 
in 1895 was made editor-in-chief of the 
Times- Herald. 

The Major said he would probably leave 
for Paris the latter part of August. 


ASKS SHIPBUILDERS FOR PROPOSALS. 


Armor Producing Companies Decline 
Government Offers and Farther 
Steps Are Heing Taken. 


Washington, D. C., July 27.—The armor- 

roducing companies having declined to fur- 
nish the Navy department the armor needed 
for the three battleships now building at the 
price of $300 per ton, fixed by Congress, 
Secretary Long has taken the second step 
in the line marked out by Congress and 
has called upon the shipbuilding companies 
themselves to submit proposals for procur- 
ing and fitting the armor. One of them, the 
Union iron works of San Francisco, has al- 
ready responded, declining, like the armor 
companies, the department’s invitation. 
There is little doubt that the others will 
make a like answer, although there is a 
small chance that some of the shipbullders 
may combine to secure the control of one 
of the plants which the armormakers pro- 
fess their readiness to sell and turn out the 
armor they need for the ships in their hands. 
If, however, as is expected /all of the ship- 
builders’ replies are unfavofablie, Secretary 
Long will proceed one step further and ap- 
point a board of officers to carry out the 
direction of Congress and frame a plan for : 
the establishment of a government armor

The mission of the Colts on earth Is to 
alscourage the pennant aspirations of the 
winning teams, In the most sensational 
finish of the year they yesterday turned 
the hopes of Ewing’s braves to naught and 
nosed them out by a score of 4 to 3.

J. H. SCHINTZ 18 PUT UNDER ARREST. 


Louis Rampf Swears Out the Warrant 
Charging False Pretenses—Two 


enth street and 
score of 15 to 1. 


Theodore H. Schintz, the mortgage loan 
lawyer and private banker, who assigned 
last week, is likely to be kept busy during 
the next few days answering criminal com- 
plaints in the justice courts. Early yester- 
day morning he was arrested the first time 
and taken before Justice Hoglund where he 
gave $5,000 bonds for his appearance on Aug. 
5, his father, Theodore Schintz, being the 
surety. Late in the afternoon two more 
warrants were sworn out before Justice 
Richardson. — 

The complaint on which the arrest was 
made was sworn out by Louis Rumpf and 
charged Schintz with obtaining money 
under false pretenses. It set forth that on 
April 20, 1897, the complainant bought of 
Schintz a mortgage on property in Johnson 
& Lee’s subdivision for $5,000. This mort- 
gage, it was represented, was made 
Vaclav Krabec, and was a first lien. 

It now appears, so Rumpf asserts, that on 
July 23, 1807, the Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
company filed a bill to foreclose on this 
: property on a mortgage held by them, and 

dating frofh May 12, 1892. At that time it 
seems a trust deed to the property was made 
by one J. Picalek to Schintz for $5,000. This 
sum and accrued interest, amounting to $165, 
are now due. 

Mrs. Hulda Fontana got out a warrant for 
Schintz’s arrest before Justice Richardson 
yesterday afternoon charging the embezzgle- 
ment of $1,000. She alleges she employed 
him to collect the proceeds of certain trust 
deeds and notes for which he has failed to 
account in spite of her repeated demands. 

Schintz has also been cited by Judge Kohl- 

saat to show why he should not turn over to 
the administrator of the Franz Ertel estate 
the mortgages and other securities belong- 
ing to it and placed in his custody. This 
property was worth about $27,000 at the 
time of Ertel’s death, Aug. 18, 1896. Schintz 
says he has no idea what has become of the 
securities. 
When asked yesterday what he thought of 
the criminal complaints made against him 
he said that he himself could pot understand 
what they meant. 

“I have no idea what the Rumpf case 
against me is,” he said, with the resignation | 
he has assumed since ne took to his front 
porch after the announcement of the failure.

A decree of sale was entered yesterday by 
Judge Showalter directing United States 
Master in Chancery Bishop to sell the effects 
of the Englewood and Chicago Electrical 
Street railway company.

COAL FIRMS MAKE GOOD BIG FRAUDS 


ON MINNESOTA LINES. 


+ 


Superintendent Carman of the West- 
ern Inspection Bureau Runs Down 
the Crooked Deals and Forces Res- 
titution te Duluth-Twin 
Roads of ‘an Aggregate of $36,000— 
Officials of the Offending Concerns 
Lose Their 


Through the efforts of Superintendent Car- 
man of the Western Railway Weighing As- 
sociation and Inspection Bureau the roads 
running to the Twin Cities from Duluth and 
the Superiors have recovered a large sum 
dt money, out of which they had been de- 
frauded by two coal firms doing business 
at St. Paul and Minneapolis. These two 
firms, in order to avoid prosecution, have 
just settled with the railroads, one handing 
over a check of $28,000, while the other es- 
caped with a payment of $8,000. 

Considerable speculation was indulged in 
last winter as to how the two firms in ques- 
tion were able to undersell all other dealers. 
The only reason that could be assigned was 
that those firms were not paying full freight 
charges, Superintendent Carman made a 
thorough investigation, which resulted in 
the discovery of manipulation of the — 
fication by those firms. 

The roads runhing from West. 3 
and Duluth to St. Faul and Minneapolis made 
a lower rate on pea coal than on hard coal. 
About a year ago two of the Twin Cities’ 
coal firms, without the knowledge of the 
roads, commenced billing their hard coal as 
pea coal. It was discovered there was a 
large amount of pea coal going forward, and 
some of the coal operators found the prices 
on hard coal were being reduced to a basis 
on which there was no profit for them. 


|, Superintendent Carman commenced the in- 
/ vestigation last March, and for a period of 


five weeks his agents were at work making 
a check of the business. He threatened two 
of the managers of the coal companies he 
had found delinquent with prosecution and 
advised them he had positive evidence that 
would surely result in their conviction. 
Thereupon one of them confessed and begged 
for mercy, requesting a bill for the amount 
out of which the railroads had been de- 
frauded so that he could pay. 

The secretary and manager of one of the 
coal companies, it is stated, have lost their 
positions: The President and directors of 
those companies disavow any knowledge of 
the deals, and say they will promptly dis- 
charge all implicated employés.

‘Yields of Small Grain and a Boom- 
ing Promise for Corn. 
— 


The government bulletin issued last night 
patho the following crop conditions iu the 
eet. t grain-producing States of the middle 


Iilinols—Very favorable Corn continues 
wonderful growth, general 8 and silking, 
while early fields nearing roasting ears. Oats cut 
and some thrashed, with fair yield and fine berry. 
Winter wheat and rye thrashing continue. Hay- 
ing practically finished. Early potatoes being dug, 
with poor to fair yield. Second crop of clover, 
cutstock peas, millet, and broomcorn growing 
finely. Pastures and gardens much revived. 

Wisconsin—Wheat harvest begun and excellent 
yield is promised, but chinch bugs making inroads 
in western and central sections. Corn growing 
rapidly. “Oats and barley harvest under way. Po- 
tatoes in good condition, but blight appears in 
docalities. Haying delayed in north portion by 
rain. ‘Tobacco making fine progress. 

*Michigan—Large portion of wheat, rye, and hay 

now well secured. Oats harvest begun. Corn 
made good growth and is now in tassel. Timely 
but unevenly distributed showers have improved 
potatoes, pastures, and gardens, but delayed work 
in a few localities.
